LDS  church  leaders,  Utah  Republican 
candidates  for  national  office  and  other 
officials  were  introduced  at  the  assembly  by 
Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks.  Student  applause  was  long 
and  loud  for  those  introduced,  especially  for 
President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  who  escorted 
Rockefeller  into  the  large  arena. 

Rockefeller  called  himself  a  “suspended 
person”-nominated  for  the  vice  presidency  of 
the  U.S.  but  not  confirmed-and  noted  that  he 
is  under  some  restrictions  in  discussing  political 
issues  and  questions. 

But  he  told  the  students  he  wanted  to 
elaborate  on  a  question  asked  him  by  Sen. 
Harry  F.  Byrd,  D-Va.,  in  testimony  before  the 
Senate  Rules  Committee  last  week  which  dealt 
with  national  economic  problems. 

He  said  the  400  per  cent  increase  in  oil  prices 
by  the  mainly  Arab  oil  producing  nations  has 
caused  “perhaps  the  most  major  revolutionary 
change  that  has  taken  place  without  a  war  in 
the  history  of  the  world.” 

As  a  result  in  the  shift  of  capital  toward  the 
oil  producers,  he  said,  “The  Arabs  will  end  up 
as  the  new  capitalists  of  the  world.” 

As  evidence,  Rockefeller  said  the  Arab 
nations  will  have  about  $800  billion  in  capital 
by  1985.  That  amount  will  be  accumulated  at  a 
rate  of  $65  billion  a  year,  he  said,  which  in 
effect,  is  a  tax  on  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Other  natural  resource  producing  countries 
are  following  the  Arab  example,  he  added. 

Rockefeller  also  cited  other  causes  of 
economic  problems  and  added  that  an  essential 
ingredient  in  fighting  it  is  increased 
productivity,  including  food,  raw  materials, 
and  manufactured  products.

Whirlwind  visit 


with  LDS  heads,  Y 
lasts  only  3  hours

Nelson  A.  Rockefeller’s  visit 

-orchestrated  whirlwind  in 
which  the  vice  presidential 
nominee  landed,  spoke, 
attended  a  reception  and 
luncheon,  and  then  took  off 
again  for  San  Francisco,  all  in 
the  space  of  a  little  over  three 
hours. 

Somewhat  surprisingly,  a 
majority  of  the  75-100  people 
at  the  Provo  airport  were 
newsmen  and  security  officers 
with  only  a  smattering  of 
well-wishers  in  evidence. 

Rockefeller  was  greeted  as 
he  bounded  down  the  stairs  of 
the  sleek,  red  and  white 
Grumman  Gulfstream  jet  - 
registered  to  Lawrence 
Rockefeller  -  by  three 
ASBYU  officers,  Senator 
Wallace  F.  Bennett  and 
members  of  the  Provo  City 
Commission. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Reid  Robison 
said  that  Rockefeller  was 
“touched  at  Senator  Bennett’s 
presence,  that  he  would  take 
time  out  from  his  busy 
schedule  to  meet  him  at  the 
airport.” 

Answering  a  few  scattered 
shouts  of  support  from  local 
citizens  with  a  broad  smile  and 
the  flashing  of  a  V  sign, 
Rockefeller  entered  a 
late-model  bronze  and  white 
Continental  for  the  ride  to  the 
Marriott  Center. 

Robison,  who  accompanied 
Rockefeller  and  Senator 
Bennett  to  BYU,  said  they 
discussed  BYU,  the  missionary 
program,  the  fact  ‘that  the 
ASBYU  president’s  father 
works  for  the  agriculture 
department  in  Washington, 
and  that  because  some  topics 
of  his  BYU  address  were 
sensitive,  due  to  the 
confirmation  hearings,  he  was 
forced  to  be  general. 

Rockefeller’s  sedan  was  met 
at  the  Marriott  Center  by  LDS 


Church  President  Spencer  W. 
Kimball  and  BYU  President 
Dallin  Oaks. 

At  a  reception  immediately 
following  his  address  to  the 
BYU  student  body  and 
faculty,  Rockefeller  ate  pastry 
and  drank  punch  while  he 
warmly  responded  to 
introductions  of  church, 
school  and  student  officials. 

Anxious  to  accommodate 
everyone,  Rockefeller  posed 
for  pictures  with  Salt  Lake 
City  Mayor  Jake  Garn,  Pres. 
Oaks,  ASBYU  officers  and  a 
number  of  representatives 
from  the  College  Republicans, 
among  others. 

In  response  to  a  question 
about  how  he  could  handle  so 
easily  the  intense  pressure  of 
the  Senate  confirmation 
hearings,  Rockefeller  said:  “I 
used  to  have  town  meetings  all 
over  the  state.  .  .  .  and  I  would 
get  insulted  and  attacked,  and 
you  learn,  in  an  experience 
like  that,  something  about 
short  fuses.”  ’ 

Following  the  reception, 
according  to  Bruce  Olsen, 
director  of  University 
Relations,  there  was  a  light 
luncheon  of  fruit  salad, 
pumkin  pie  and  hot  roles  in 
347  ELWC,  attended  by 
Rockefeller  and  President 
Kimball. 

President  Kimball  presented 
Rockefeller  with  a  copy  of  his 
book,  “Faith  precedes  the 
Miracle,”  and  the  vice 
presidential  nominee 
responded  by  saying  that  faith 
is  exactly  what  the  country 
needs  now. 

Rockefeller  said  he  was 
impressed  by  the  university 
and  the  church  in  brief 
remarks  made  during  the 
luncheon.  After  a  curbside 
farewell  from  Pres.  Oaks, 
Rockefeller  set  out  for  the 
Provo  airport,  from  where  he 
took  off  at  1  p.m.  for  San 
Francisco  and  an  address  to 
the  UPI  Editors  Conference. 


Reinecke  gets  sentence; 
judge  grants  suspension 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
federal  judge  gave  former 
California  Lt.  Gov.  Ed 
Reinecke  an  18-month 
suspended  sentence  today  for 
lying  to  a  U.S.  Senate 
committee  about  an  ITT 
financial  pledge  to  the  1972 
Republican  National 
Convention. 

U.S.  District  Judge 
Barrington  Parker  also  placed 
Reinecke  under  one  month  of 
unsupervised  probation. 

“You  were  a  victim  of  your 
own  selfish  ambition,’.  Parker 


told  Reinecke.  “But  under  the 
circumstances  you  have  been 
penalized  sufficiently.” 

Reinecke  resigned  as 
California’s  lieutenant 
governor  at  12:15  p.m.  EDT 
today  in  letters  submitted  to 
the  state  assembly  speaker  and 
president  of  the  California 
state  Senate. 

The  maximum  penalty 
Parker  could  have  imposed  for 
the  one  count  perjury 
conviction  was  five  years  in 
prison  and  a  $2,000  fine.

“Paul,  the  Apostle,  speaking 
in  the  earlier  days,  said, 
‘.  .  .  neither  is  the  man  without 
the  woman,  neither  the 


woman  without  the  man  in  the 
Lord,’  ”  Mrs.  Spafford  said. 

‘‘The  church  early 
recognized  the  importance  of 
suffrage  for  women.  Three 
months  after  the  organization 
of  the  church  in  1830,  women 
were  given  the  religious  vote. 
This  was  at  a  time  when  few 
men  and  no  women  had  this 
privilege. 


‘‘Mormon  women  were 
encouraged  to  be  active  in 
suffrage.  It  was  a  Mormon 
woman,  a  grandniece  of 
Brigham.  Young,  Sarah  Young, 
who  is  recorded  as  being  the 
first  woman  in  the  United 
States  to  cast  a  vote. 

‘‘Mormon  women  have 
always  been  granted  important 
leadership  positions,”  she  said. 


Sirica  continues  interviews 
for  jurors  in  cover-up  trial 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  District  Judge  John 
J.  Sirica  chipped  away  Wednesday  at  hundreds 
of  prospective  jurors  in  an  effort  to  find  12 
persons  who  can  be  impartial  about  Watergate. 

Jury  selection  on  the  second  day  of  the 
cover-up  trial  of  former  Nixon  administration 
and  campaign  aides  closely  followed  the 
pattern  set  " 


Sirica  told  prospective  jurors  the  cover-up 
trial  might  last  three  or  four  months  and  that 
the  12  jurors  and  six  alternates  would  be 
separated  from  their  families  for  the  entire 
period. 

When  the  judge  asked  for  a  count  of  those 
who  felt  service  would  be  a  hardship,  8 1 
persons  stood  up. 
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“There  is  no  quick,  easy 
answer  to  the  problems  we 
face,”  he  told  the  students. 

Rockefeller  criticized  those 
who  favor  zero  economic 
growth.  He  said  they  are  like 
one  who  yelled,  “Pull  up  the 
ladder,  mates.  I’m  on  board,” 
while  those  less  fortunate  are 
still  struggling. 

He  criticized  the  Russian 
wheat  deal  which  he  said 
helped  change  the  United 
States  from  a  nation  with 
surplus  foods  to  a  dependent 
nation. 

The  Russians  received  $  1 
billion  worth  of  grain  instead 
of  $300  million  the  U.S. 
government  thought  they  were 
getting,  said  Rockefeller. 
“Let’s  face  it,  we  got  taken.  It 
won’t  happen  again.” 

In  the  face  of  current 
economic  problems, 
Rockefeller  said  there  is  a 
fundamental  question  to  be 
answered.  “Can  free 
enterprise.  Democracy  and  the 
American  system  survive?  This 
is  the  most  fundamental 
challenge,”  he  said. 

However,  Rockefeller 
expressed  optimism  several 
times  about  the  nation’s 
ability  to  meet  the  challenges. 

“I’m  optimistic.  We  can  do 
the  impossible,”  he  skid, 
“America  still  has  the  pioneer 
spirit  personified  by  Brighkm 
Young.”; 

“We  cannot  lose  faith  in 
ourselves,  our  country  or  our 
free  enterprise  system.  Don’t 
sell  our  system  short, ”he  said, 
adding  that  after  50  years  of 
Communism  the  Communist 
countries  are  turning  to  the 
enterprise  system  for 
technology  and  industrial 
development. 

America  can’t  turn  her  back 
on  developing  nations,  said 
Rockefeller,  but  she  can’t 
carry  other  countries  alone. 
The  challenges  posed  by  the 
third  world  countries  can  be 
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Vets  get  increase 


in  schooling  funds 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  House  and  Senate  conferees  agreed 
Wednesday  on  a  compromise  bill  to  increase  school  benefits  for 
Vietnam  era  veterans  by  23  per  cent. 

In  addition,  the  bill  would  establish  a  loan  program  of  $600 
for  each  veteran  and  would  extend  from  36  to  45  months  the 
time  an  undergraduate  could  receive  benefits. 

The  total  cost  of  the  compromise  bill  would  be  $1.48  billion. 

The  conferees  met  for  the  first  time  Wednesday  since  a 
deadlock  developed  last  month  and  a  previous  conference 
agreement  was  rejected  by  the  House. 

Rep.  Olin  Teague,  D-Tex.,  who  led  the  House  conferees, 
predicted  President  Ford  would  sign  the  bill  although  Ford  had 
warned  he  would  veto  the  earlier  conference  report  —  with 
nearly  identical  provisions  —  as  being  inflationary. 

Many  veterans  returned  to  school  without  knowing  how  much 
their  monthly  support  check  would  be. 

A  single  veteran  now  getting  $220  a  month  would  receive 
$270  monthly  under  the  compromise  bill,  with  the  amount 
effective  retroactively  to  Sept.  1. 

A  veteran  with  a  wife  would  have  benefits  increased  from 
$261  to  $321  a  month.  Aveteranwith  a  wife  and  child  would  get 
$366  instead  of  $298  and  would  also  get  $23  instead  of  $18  for 
each  dependent  over  the  age  of  two. 

According  to  committee  sources,  the  Ford  administration 
made  a  last-minute  proposal  to  increase  benefits  20  per  cent, 
knock  out  the  loan  program  and  drop  the  extension  of  benefits 
from  36  to  45  months  for  undergraduates.

Mass  cattle  slaughter  junked 

STEPHENVILLE,  Tex.  —  About  400  ranchers  and  dairymen 
herded  cattle  before  a  bulldozed  trench  Wednesday,  then  junked 
plans  for  a  mass  slaughter  after  an  llth-hour  appeal  from  the 
White  House. 

The  stockmen  were  protesting  inflationary  costs  and  low 
income,  a  squeeze  they  said  could  be  best  dramatized  by 
shooting  some  800  animals,  mostly  calves,  and  burying  them  in 
a  mass  grave  carved  in  a  pasture  at  the  Jack  Beyer  Dairy  north  of 
here. 

A  telephone  call  from  a  White  House  aide  and  an  appeal  from 
Texas  Agriculture  Commissioner  John  C.  White  just  before  the 
shooting  was  to  start  interrupted  the  planned  slaughter.  The 
cattlemen  said  they  were  told  they  would  get  a  meeting  with 
President  Ford. 

Revolution  yields  good  medical  care 

CHICAGO  -  The  socialist  revolution  in  Cuba  has  resulted  in 
universal  high-quality  medical  care  for  the  Cuban  people,  says 
an  American  physician  just  back  from  a  month’s  visit  there. 

Dr.  Quentin  Young  said  health  care  has  had  a  high  priority  in 
Cuba  since  the  revolution  in  1959  and  is  considered  a  social 
right,  available  to  everybody  free.  He  said  Cubans  “have  gone  a 
long  way  toward  conquering  that  which  was  conquerable.” 

Young  was  one  of  a  group  of  16  U.S.  medical  personnel  who 
visited  Cuba  under  sponsorship  of  the  U.S. -Cuban  Health 
Exchange.  They  plan  to  report  on  their  trip  at  a  meeting  of  the 
American  Public  Health  Association  in  New  Orleans  at  the  end 
of  the  month. 

Shah  of  Iran  makes  visit  to  India 

NEW  DELHI,  India  —  The  Shah  of  Iran,  whose  contry’s  vast 
oil  reserves  have  endowed  him  with  new  importance  in  an 
oil-thirsty  world,  arrived  here  Wednesday  to  talk  over  escalating 
oil  prices  that  have  helped  bring  the  Indian  economy  to  its 

Prime  Minister  Indira  Gandhi’s  government  tried  hard  to 
impress  on  the  Iranian  emperor  and  Empress  Farah  Palavi 
India’s  friendship  for  its  largest  supplier  of  petroleum. 

The  three-day  visit  ends  an  Asian  tour  for  the  imperial  couple 
that  took  them  to  Singapore,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
Indonesia,  the  Far  East’s  only  major  oil  producing  nation.

Oaks  said  Rockefeller 
sat  next  to  President  Kimball 
at  the  luncheon  and  the 
church  leader  told  him  about 
the  Home  Evening,  Relief 
Society  and  other  programs  of 
the  church. 

Rockefeller  was  “very 
impressed,”  according  to  Pres. 
Oaks. 

Pres.  Oaks  also  said 
Rockefeller  asked  for  copies  of 
the  prayers  given  at  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the 
assembly  by  Elders  Boyd  K. 
Packer  and  Neal  A.  Maxwell. 

Rockefeller  flew  to  Provo 
from  New  York  in  one  of  his

A  decision  to  revise  a 
resolution  offered  for  a-

Each  student  would  be 
required  to  write  a  complete, 
self-contained  and  annotated 
comment,  following  the  form 
used  in  current  legal 
periodicals,  not  to  exceed  five 
legal  size,  double-spaced  pages 
in  length. 

Gerry  Williams,  chairman  of 
the  co-curricular  committee 
explained  that  the  reason  for 
the  proposed  resolution  was 
because  many  students  were 
disappointed  that  they  could 
not  participate  in  more  than 
one  program  simutaneously.

House  to  vote

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  An 
embattled  proposal  to  provide 
expense  money  for  former 
President  Richard  M.  Nixon, 
already  slashed  more  than  half 
to  $398,000,  is  headed  for 
House  efforts  to  cut  it  even 
more. 

Amendments  for  cuts 
ranging  from  another 
$198,000  to  all  $398,000  were 
promised  by  opponents  of 
President  Nixon’s  control  over 
White  House  tapes  and  papers. 

Rep.  Sidney  Yates,  D-Ill., 
said  he  would  try  to  block 
removal  of  the  tapes  and 
papers  to  San  Clemente  by 
prohibiting  use  of  any  federal 
funds  to  move  them  from 
Washington. 

Rep.  Jerome  R.  Waldie, 
D-Calif.,  said  he  would  try  to 
deny  even  Nixon’s  $60,000  a 
year  pension  because  of  the 
implication  of  “criminal 
conduct”  in  the  pardon. 

But  Chariman  Tom  Steed, 
D-Okla.,  of  the  H 
subcommittee  that  cut 
President  Ford’s  $850,000

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  The 
New  York  Public  Library  has 
received  posthumous  “tuition” 
from  a  one-time  illiterate 
Lithuanian  immigrant  who 
gleaned  enough  knowledge 
from  its  shelves  to  make  $1 
million  on  the  stock  market. 

The  library  received  a 
$368,000  check  from  the 
estate  of  Martin  Radtke.  A 
marble  plaque  was  unveiled 
Tuesday  in  his  memory  in  the 
main  library  on  Manhattan’s 
Fifth  Avenue. 

“Martin  Radtke  was  typical 
of  his  generation  in  that  the 
library  was  his  university,” 
library  president  Richard  W. 
Couper  said  of  the  taciturn 
investor  who  died  in  March 


1973  and  left  his  entire  estate 
to  the  library. 

Few  people  at  the  ceremony 
knew  Radtke,  who  came  here 
poor  and  illiterate  at  the  age  of 
30  in  1913  to  work  as  a 
gardener  in  New  Jersey.  Even 
after  he  made  his  fortune  he 
remained  a  modest-living 
bachelor,  paying  as  a  guest  in  a 
house  in  Woodside,  Queens, 
and  commuting  to  Manhattan 
by  subway. 

He  apparently  made  the 
public  library  one  of  his 
haunts  and  in  later  years  told 
friends  he  accumulated  as 
much  as  $1  million  on  the 
stock  market  with  the 
knowledge  he  acquired  from 
study  of  economic  textbooks 
and  magazines  there.

National  Center  for  Disease 
Control  predicts  an  influenza 
virus  related  to  the  London  flu 
which  brought  widespread 
illness  two  years  ago  will  strike 
in  the  United  States  this 
winter.  The  virus  is  called  the 
Port  Chalmers  flu  because  it 
was  first  isolated  in  Port 
Chalmers,  New  Zealand. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Corey,  acting 
chief  of  the  center’s  influenza 
section,  said  outbreaks  have 
been  reported  in  Australia,  the 
Far  East  and  South  American, 
indicating  the  virus  will  occur 
in  the  United  States. 

Corey  said  a  few  isolated 
cases  of  the  new  virus  already 
have  been  reported  in  Georgia 
and  Mississippi. 

“There  is  an  influenza 
vaccine  for  Port  Chalmers  and 
we  strongly  recommend 
Vaccination  for  persons  of  all 
ages  who  have  chronic  diseases 
and  older  persons,  particularly 
those  over  65,”  said  Corey.

Captain  Robert  Alan  Rex, 
who  graduated  from  BYU  in 
1966  with  a  bachelor’s  degree 
in  agricultural  economics,  has 
been  missing  in  action  since  his 
plane  was  shot  down  in 
December,  1968.  He  was 
declared  killed  in  action  on 
Aug.  22,  1974. 

The  tribute  was  held  under 
open  skied  on  the  family’s  Bar 
Triangle  Ranch  near 
Randolph,  Utah  with  Hartman 
Rector,  Jr.  of  the  LDS  First 
Council  of  Seventy  as  the  main 
speaker. 

Following  the  dedication 
and  benediction,  there  was  a 
reading  of  citations  and  a 
presentation  of  awards  and 
medals.  The  Purple  Heart,  Air 
Medal,  Air  Force 
Commendation  Medal  and  the 
Air  Force’s  highest  medal,  the 


Distinguished  Flying  Cross 
were  awarded  posthumously 
to  Captain  Rex’s  widow  and 
parents. 

As  part  of  the  tribute,  the 
U.S.  Air  Force  provided  an 
F-105  jet  fly-by  with  a  Missing 
Man  Eulogy  and  a  21 -gun 
salute.  The  Air  Rorce  also 
planted  a  cedar  tree,  in  his 
memory,  on  the  land  on  which 
he  had  planned  to  reside 
someday. 

Born  on  Feb.  1.7,  1942, 
Captain  Rex  was  a  resident  of 
Randolph,  Utah  where  he 
graduated  from  South  Rich 
High  School  in  1960  prior  to 
his  enrollment  at  BYU.  While 
at  BYU  he  was  presented  with 
the  Outstanding  Senior 
Student  Award  in  the  College 
of  Biological  and  Agricultural 
Sciences. 

He  joined  the  Air  Force 
Reserve  in  I960  and  married 
Patricia  O’Malley,  a  1965  BYU 
graduate,  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple  on  June  22,  1962.

Department,  will  report  on  current  programs  according  to

MOSCOW  (AP)  -  The

Moscow’s  “House  of  Books” 
which  Russians  say  is  Europe’s 
largest  bookstore,  has  counters 
on  its  two  floors  that  would 
stretch  a  mile  if  placed  end  to 
end.  But  clerks  there  routinely 
tell  customers:  “No  Tolstoi, 
no  Dostoyevsky,  No  Pushkin, 
No  Chekov”  -  all  Russian

Ektachrome  and  similar  films 
and  the  processing  of 
Kodacolor  and  Ektacolor  and 
other  similar  print  films  and 
the  Eastman  Kodak  processing 
lab  in  Palo  Alto,  California, 
who  do  Kodachrome  slide 
movie  processing  for  us. 
Kodak  also  does  prints  from 
slides  and  most  enlargements 
Over  5x7  in  size  done  through 
our  firm.  If  requested  by  the 
customer  we  will  send  any  of 
the  films  such  as  Kodacolor, 
which  we  usually  send  to 
Ogden,  to  Kodak’s  Palo  Alto

Both  the  Kodak  lab  and  the 
White  Glove  lab  have  tight 
quality  control  procedures 
that  hold  the  quality 
variations  inevitable  in  color 
film  processing  to  a  minimum. 

Ron  Inkley,  owner  of  the 
White  Glove  lab  has  just 
announced  an  interesting  new 
policy.  If  you  ever  get  a  print 
you  don’t  want,  you  will  be 
refunded  in  cash  for  it.  Even  if 
it  isn’tc.  the  lab’s  fault.  For 
example,  if  you  get  a  print  of 
a  person  and  their  eyes  were 
shut  when  the  picture  was 
taken  or  if  one  of  the  kids 
takes  7  pictures  in  a  row  of 
the  cat,  you  don’t  pay.  Just 
turn  in  the  prints. 

Both  labs  also  offer  the  new 
borderless  prints  (not  yet 
available  from  slides).  Most 
prints  made  from  negatives  are 
now  on  silk  finish  paper  but 
both  Inkley’s  and  Kodak  are 
among  the  few  labs  still 
offering  optional^  glossy  prints 
from  negative  film.  There 
really  is  a  difference  in  quality 
photofinishing.

Home  freezers  are  the 
hottest-selling  major  appliance 
in  this  inflation-wracked  year, 
marketing  reports  show. 

The  sales  boom  is  generally 
attributed  to  consumers’ 
desires  to  hedge  on  rising  food 
costs  by  buying  in  quantity. 
But  home  economists  caution 
that  buying  food  in  bulk  is  not 
always  the  least  expensive  way 
to  shop. 

A  study  done  at 
Pennsylvania  State  University 
showed  that  the  edible  portion 
of  a  side  of  beef  bought  in 
bulk  actually  costs  34  cents  a 
pound  more  than  if  the  same 
meat  were  bought  separately 
at  supermarket  prices.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Organized  medicine 
has  contributed  more  than  $400,000  to 
campaigns  of  42  House  members,  most  of  them 
supporters  of  the  American  Medical 
Association’s  health  insurance  proposal,  a 
lobbying  organization  has  disclosed. 

The  Health  Security  Action  Council,  formed 
four  years  ago  to  support  national  health 
insurance  legislation,  said  the  39  Republicans 
and  three  Democrats  have  voted  for  legislation 
favored  by  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  against  legislation  the  council  said  would 
reform  personal  health  care  services. 

In  a  report  released  Tuesday,  the  group  said 
the  contributions  for  1972  and  1974 
campaigns  were  made  by  the  American  Medical 
Political  Action  Committee,  the  political  arm 


of  the  American  Medical  Association,  and 
similar  organizations. 

The  report,  titled  “Your  Congressman  May 
be  Hazardous  to  Your  Health,”  is  based  on 
information  provided  by  the  political  action 
committee,  the  congressmen  and  their 
re-election  committees  to  the  clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Lewis,  chairman  of  the  American 
Medical  Political  Action  Committee,  criticized 
the  Health  Security  Action  Council  for  singling 
out  the  42  congressmen. 

“We  are  currently  supporting  200 
congressional  candidates,  about  half  of  whom 
are  sympathetic  to  our  proposal  for  national 
health  insurance,  half  of  them  undeclared,”  he 
said  in  a  statement. 

He  said  the  political  action  committee  would 
contribute  approximately  $600,000  to  various 
political  campaigns  this  year.

ALBANY,  N.Y.  (AP)  - 
Women  who  become  pregnant 
while  taking  birth  control  pills 
have  a  greater  chance  than 
other  women  of  bearing 
children  with  birth  defects, 
according  to  a  State  Health 
Department  study. 

The  study  said  synthetic 
harmones  in  the  pills,  as  well 
as  in  certain  pregnancy  tests, 
may  cause  the  birth  defects. 

The  department  said  further 
investigation  is  needed  before 
any  firm  recommendations  can 
be  made  about  the  birth 
control  pills. 

However,  the  department 
said  the  so-called:  “in  vivo” 
pregnancy  test  should  be 
abandoned.  In  that  test,  a 
physician  administers  a 
harmone  to  a  woman  to  try  to 
cause  menstration.  The 
department  said  acceptable 
alternatives  are  available. 

Dr.  Dwight  Janerich, 
director  of  epidemiology  and 
population  genetics  for  the 
department  reported  his 
findings  in  the  Oct.  3  edition 
of  The  New  England  Journal 
of  Medicine.

Families  of  missing  in  action 
cautioned  about  exploitation 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Families  of 
servicemen  missing  in  action  have  been 
cautioned  by  the  State  Department  to  guard 
against  false  hopes  that  some  of  the  men  may 
be  alive. 

The  warning  came  against  the  background  of 
what  the  agency  called  exploitation  of  MIA 
families  by  a  Chicago  minister,  the  Rev.  Paul 
Lindstrom,  who  claimed  he  arranged  a  Mexico 
City  meeting  between  Communist  agents  and 
the  mother  of  a  U.S.  pilot  shot  down  over 
Laos. 

“This  report  has  already  caused  a  good  deal 
of  anxiety  and  anguish  among  the  families  of 
our  missing-in-action  personnel,”  a  department 


statement  said  Tuesday.  “We  hope  the  MIA 
families  will  not  have  their  hopes  raised  falsely 
by  this  kind  of  unsubstantiated  reports.” 

The  minister  claimed  he  arranged  a  meeting 
last  week  among  Jean  Macdonald,  an  Evanston, 
Ill.,  widow,  and  two  men  in  Mexico  who 
refused  to  give  their  names  and  identified 
themselves  only  as  Communists. 


Mrs.  Macdonald  said  the  men  showed  her  a 
picture  of  a  man  she  identified  as  her  son,  and 
demanded  between  $25,000  and  $500,000  for 
proof  that  her  son  is  alive  and  to  start 
negotiations  for  his  release  from  captivity 
Laos.

Pele  ends  Robinson  to  coach  Indians; 


18  seasons 
of  soccer 


announcement  due  Thursdal 


SANTOS,  Brazil  (AP)  -  The 
‘King”  is  retiring. 

Pele  played  his  final  soccer 
game  Wednesday  on  the  same 
field  where  he  started  his 
remarkable  career  18  years 


ago. 


Heralded  as  the  greatest  of 
soccer  players,  Pele  wants  to 
be  known  by  his  real  name, 
Edson  Arantes  do  Mascimento, 
a  successful  and  wealthy 
industrialist. 

Admitting  it  will  be  hard  to 
adjust  to  life  out  of  the 
limelight,  Pele  said  there  will 
be  some  advantages. 

“For  one  thing,  I  think  that 
now  I’ll  be  able  to  take  my 
family  to  the  beach.  It’s  been 
years  since  I’ve  done  that.” 

Scoring  more  than  1,000 
goals,  Pele  led  Brazil  to  three 
world  championships,  the  first ' 
in  1958  when  he  was  17  years 
old.  Brazil  also  won  the  title  in 
1962  and  1970.  Pele  was 
injured  in  1966  and  England 
won  the  cup  that  year.  Pele 
did  not  play  on  Brazil’s  1974 
team. 

Pele  has  been  one  of  the 
most  popular  athletes  in  the 
world.  Officials  in  Seville, 
Spain,  once  canceled  the 
bullfights  so  fans  could  watch 
Pele  on  television. 

The  Brazilian  government, 
once  fearful  that  a  European 
team  was  preparing  to 
purchase  Pele’s  contract, 
declared  the  soccer  star  a 
national  monument  and  thus 
ineligible  to  be  removed  from 
the  country. 

Almost  34,  Pele  actually 
ended  his  professional  career 
last  year.  Since  then,  he  has 
donated  his  salary  to  charities.
